If after great Abſceſſes the Body be not purged. and

otherwiſe they occaſion much Health. 

The modern Authors have reduced the Cure of theſe 
Tumours to four Heads: 1. to the manner of living; 
2. to the preventing the Influx of Humours ; 3. to the 
evacuating the Humours already inflowgd ; 4. the cor- 
recting of the Accidents to which they ate ſubject. 

1- The manner of Living confiſts in the moderation 
of rhe Six non naturiles. As, that the Diet be ſlender,

Whilſt I had the Honour to attend the King at rhe (. Obſerver.

Matter folſoweth, which being exaſperared by a conti-

and looſe Fleſh round about. When this happeneth in 
poor People, who travel mnch in the wer and dirr, and 
want that accommodation which is neceſſary to keep 
their Feet dfy and clean, the Matter corruprs the Ten- 
dons and Bones; as I have frequently feen amongſt our 
common Soldiers in the time of the Civil Wars, and 
amongſt ſome of the poor People that come out of the 
Country in the time of publick Healing, to be Touched 
for the Ning.

Doctor Lentbal had 
purged him frequently; but the Tumour not yielding 
therero, he put him into my Hands. I began my work 
with the milder Fomentation preſeribed in the method 
of Cure, and embrocated it with of. cham. & rutac. u 
ſale gom. applied over the whole Swelling Emplaſlr. dias 
ſulphuris, rowled it up, and placed ir high up to his 
Breaſt. I continued this method ſome Days without 
much advantage, then left off rhe uſe of the Emplaſter, 
and applied a Cataplaſm ex far. hordes, &c. as it is fer 
down in the method of Cure, and continued rhe Fo- 
mentation and Embrocation ; by the uſe of which, the 
Tumour did ſomewhar diſcuſs. But, according to my "44 
long Obſervance, theſe crude Tumours cannot thorough- : 
ly diſcuſs without the help of à more ſtrict Bandage; 
therefore having thus diſpoſed them for Bandage, I 
cauſed a Glove to be made of ſtrong: Leather, ſlitting 
the back and fingers, and making Eye+let-holes to draw 
it cloſe.

Salt and Sulphur. viv. and ſome Days after cauſed a 
pair of laced Stockings to be pur on, and laced them 
daily ſtreighter. But from that time I dreſſed her 
Legs but once in'three or four Days, unleſs it were 
that the Skin were frerted by the Salts, or her ſcratch- 
ing them: in which' caſe. I took them off, and bathed 
her Legs with warm Water, and applied cerat. Galeni 
on them.”

corpulent full Body, whom I had ſeen many Years be- * 


fore in France afflicted with pituitous Swellings in his 
Legs and Feet, came over into * and put him- 
felf into the Hands of Sir Fr. Prujtan, he then lahour- 
ing under a complication of Diſeaſes, 'of which thoſe 
Swellings in his Legs and Feet were only a Symptom. 
By Chalybiates and Antiſcorbuticks he was relieved, 
and reſtored to a tolerable good Health: but tho 

Swellings in his Legs did not leſſen. Upon which con- 
fideration I was ſent for, and propofed the laced Stock- 
ings as the only Remedy. It being* allowed of by the 
Phyſician, I fomented his Legs with the milder Fomen- 
tation above preſcribed, embrocared them as aboveſaid 


in the preceding Obſervarion, and rqwflied them up 


from the Feet above the Knees. After three or four 
Days I put him on laced Stockings with Knee-pieces, 
and by a moderate lacing of them reſtored the Legs 
znd Feer to a better ſhape than they had been in many 


Years before, and he enjoyed a bettet Health. After

a cold phlegmatick Tumour in his right Thigh, ſoft, 
and yielding to the impreſſion of my Fingers. 
Bowles had been with him, and preſcribed a Fomenta- 
tion with Embrocations to be daily applied. I appro» 
ved of what had been done: but the Weather be- 
ing then extreamly cold, the Ground covered with Froſt 
and Snow, I thought he might get cold in the time of 
Dreſſing; and beſides, without a ſtrict Bandage it was 
not likely to remove that Tumour, Therefore I offer- 
ed to their conſideration, whether a Flannel Trowze 
might not be made to lace ſtreight upon the Thigh, to 
cheriſh the native Heat of the Part, and defer the Cura 
of the Tumour till the Spring.

the baſis, I ried ſome of them cloſe by the Roots with a 

Silk, others I ſnipt off with a pair of Sciffors, not regard- 
ing the dropping of the Blood upon the neighbouring 

Parts, which is thought to infect them, and beger others. 
Then 1 rubb'd the roots of we n with a Cauftick- 
ſtone, and digeſted the Sloughs bur as aboveſaid, and 

they cicatrized of themſelves the while. _ ; 

Let you oughr to be cautious how you m 
thoſe growing upon the Knuckles; for Warts there, be- 
ing for the moſt part near the Tendons, cannot well be 
extirpated without offending them, and are ſofconſequent- 

ly ſubject ro Fluxion, and corrupt the Cartilages or Bone. 

This was the caſe of a Perſon of Quality aged about, 

fifty, Years, of a Plethorick Body, who had Wart upon 
the firſt Joint of one of her Fore-fingers. lu Was impru- 
dently undertaken by ſome Pretender to Chirurgery, and 
treated as ill; ſo that after many Months Endeavours he 
was diſmiſs'd, and a more knowing Chirurgeon enter- 
tained, who found much difficulty in the Cure, yer made 
a ſhift to cicatrize it: but it ſwell'd again, and diſcharged 
part of its Matter by the ſide of that Nail. Upon ſight 
whereof I was conſulted, and ſaw a thin Ichor weeping 
through the old Cicætrix at an Opening nor bigger than 
a ſmall Pin- hole. The Lady imporruning me to under- 
take the Cure, I ſprinkled the Orifice with Præcipitate, 
whereby I cruſted in the Matter to thin the Skin, which 
the next Day I opened, and dy ſearch of a Probe felt 
the Cartilages rotted. I informed the Patient of the ne- 
ceſſity of making an Iuciſion proportionably large, in or- 
der to the Exfoliation, and withal repreſented the diffi- 
culty; and offered to her conſideration the more cer- 
tain and ſpeedy way by cutting off that Joint. She with 
little demur conſented to it. All things being immedi- 
ately prepared, I chopt off that Joint, dreſſed it up with 
pulver. Galeni, and afterwards digeſted ir, and cured ir, 
as hath been ſhewed in ſuch- like Extirpations.

- . The remote Cauſe of this Tumour is, either a Fa

The one is viſible and evident to 
the ſight in the exteriour Parts of the Body, and beareth 
the name of a Cancerous Tumour": The other is within 
the Body, and is called a Latent or Occult Cancer, and 
poſſeſſes the Uterus, Anus, Palate, 'c, Others call all 
thoſe Cancers Occult which are not ulcerated, amongſtt 
which may be reckoned thoſe which are felt in the 
Glands of the Breaſts, Sc.

© Cancers may alſo be ſaid to differ as they aſſect ſeve- 
ral Parrs of the Body, as the Head, Face, Eyes, Noſe, 
the Palate, Tonfils, Throat, Tongue, 
ſome of which they rake their Origin 
Tubercles, or lutle Excreſcences, and in progreſs of time 
penetrate deep into them, or ſpread and invade the

- Cancers affecting the Urerus and Podex may alſo be 
diſtinguiſhed as they are in the interiour or exreriour 
Parts; or as they take their beginning from a Swelling, 
or Excreſcence: in both which caſes and places they are 
exrtreamly painful, and communicate their maligniry 
both from within, outward, and alſo from the external 
to che internal Parts. Thoſe that poſſeſs the Body of the 
terus, or the upper part of the Rum inteſtinum, are not 
diſcoveted till they have made ſome Progreſs; in which 
caſes there is a bearing down, with ſuppreſſion of Urine.

The leſſer Veſſels 
ſtopp d of themſelves, and we cauterized the greater af - 
terwards Then viewing our Work, and obſetving ſome 
relick of the Cancer remaining above the external Can. 
tb we conſumed it by actual Caurery; and dreſſed 
up the Wound with our Digeſtive, with Embrocations,

bed; but if any thing were applied to ir, it heated the 
whole Cheek. It was a great blemifh to her Beauty, 
npon which very account her Parents had much end ea- 
voured to have it cured, or at leaſt to be diſpoſed to 
fuch a calm remper, as it might bear a black Patch. Some 
Weeks after the Lady her Mother brought her to Len- 
don, and put her into the care of the late deceaſed Dr.

Hydrops aſcites ; of the Thorax, Hydrops peftoris ; of the 

Skull, Hydrocephalus: which name it alſo retains if ir 
affect the ourward parts of the Head. When it is lodged 
between the Skin and the Fleſh, or in the Interſtices of 
the Muſcles, it is Anaſarca : in the Scrozym, Hydrochele, 
or Hernia aqueſa, &c. | . 


Phlegmatick by their ſhining and the manner of their 
pitting. Hydropical Swellings, if they be pure, do gli- 
ſter and are pellucid, they take impreſſion gafily, and do 
as ſoon loſe jr, Oedemata receive the impreſſion eaſily 
alſo, bur they keep ir longer.

but lets them run into Serum, from which cauſe alone

The way of making a Paracenteſis or Tapping, hath 

been variouſly ſer down, according to the ſeveral fancies 

of Chirurgeons. Some have made the Apertion in the 

Navel by Bodkin, Needle, c. others three Fingers be- 

low it on either Side, chuſing that on which the Patient 

did leaſt lie; for the Orifice ought to lie uppermoſt, to 

prevent too great an effuſion. Thoſe that open below 

the Navel have likewiſe deviſed ſeveral ways. Some. 

rake up the Skin, and perforate that firſt ; then make a 

Perforation in the Peritonæum. A method not practica- 

ble where the Belly is very hard and ſtiff, with much 

Fat between the Skin and Muſcles.

A young Man of about eighteen Years of age fell from 2- Ole. 


a Fever into a Quartan Ague, which held him long, and 
ended in an Aſcites: his Belly ſwelled exceedingly, and 


he became extenuated. While he languiſhed in this de- 


lorable condition, one undertook the Cure of him, by 
etting out the Water with a Thorn thruſt into his Na- 
vel, (though ir were not at all ſwelled up.) The Water 


was let out gradually, and a ticking Plaſter. only ap- 


plied over it. Thus in a month's ſpace it was evacua- 
red, and the Belly contracted. proportionably. During 
this Evacuation he took opening Broths and Apozems. 
After the Water was diſcharged, and the Puncture cu-

7 Salt in the Blood, or poſſibly from a local Ferment in the 
Skin. 0 | 
A Scabcatched by Inſection ſeems pretty manifeſtly to owe 
its Origin to a local Ferment, there being no other fault in 
the Body than what lieth in the Skin it ſelf, and converteth 
the nutritious Juices thither conveyed into the Diſeaſe here 
\ mentioned. And it's probable that moſt other Itches do be- 
gin in the ſame place, there being in the Skin a vicious Fer- 
ment which makes a Concoction accordingly, and .conſe- 
quently cauſeth all the other Degenerations that happen. 
Theſe Degenerations do increaſe to a farther Inſection, if 
the Blood abound with a ſalt Serum; in which caſe the Fer- 
mentation becometh exorbitant, the Diſeaſe groweth more 
vigorous, ſpreads farther inward, and infects the whole Maſs.

That this Diſeaſe may be throughly underſtood, it 
will be neceſſary to give you an exact Account of the 
Parts concerned.

In Children it proceeds from abundance of 
Crudity or Moiſture, villiment Crying, and holding 
their Breath 2 In thoſe of more Age, from 
violent Exerciſe, hard Riding, Jumping, Vaulting, Hal- 
lowing, carrying great Burthens, a Blow or Fall, or any 
thing that may over-ſtretch the Perztoneunm. The very 
weight of the Bowels and Kell in Fat People is often 
the occaſion of a Rupture.

Our next Conſideration will be matter of Diet, and 
manner of Living.

Crudities. Their Bread ' ought to be of Wheat, with 
carminative Seeds in it.

Drink a red Wine with a little Water wherein gads of 
Steel have been quenched; or Ale wherein ſome of 
ſpecifick Plants have been infuſed. _ bg =. 
' Reſt is of great advantage in the Cure of theſe Her- 
me. Fabricius Hildanus, and others who have writ of 
this Diſeaſe, will tell you, that ſome have been cured

nable to offer in Conſultation the laying open the Pro- 


duQion while there is ſtreneth, than to ſuffer the Patient 
miſerably to periſh under the Diſeaſe? I refer it to the 


| judicious Artiſt, there ſeeming nothing of difficulty or 


danger in the work; yet would not have it attempted 
whilſt chere is hope of otherwiſe reducing it. ; 
To perform this Operation, the Patient ought to be 
laid flat on his Back upon a Table or Form, and bound 
thereon»; then an Inciſion muſt be made upon the upper- 
art of the Scrotum to the Production, which re- 
quireth alſo to be divided, without touching the Inte- 
ſtines or Omentum : then you are tõpaſs in a Cannula 
(like our common Director, but as big as a large Gooſe- 
quill) into the Cavity, under the Proceſs of the Perito- 
neun upwards, avoiding the Inteſtines : then make 
your Inciſion of ſuch a length as may ſerve to put your 
fingers into the Scrotum, and raiſe the Inteſtines and 
Omentm, which you are to reduce into their natural place 
within the Belly. They being thus reduced, you muſt 
ſtitch up the Wound, as is ſaid in the Wounds of the 
Abdomen, taking up with your Needle ſo much of the 
Production as may ſhut up the Cavity, and prohibit the 
relapſe of the Inteſtines. That done, cure the Wound 
as is ſhewed in the Treatiſe of thoſe Wounds; it not 
being ſo large or dangerous as many of thoſe we have 
cured in the Wars. E4” 
In thefarther Cure of theſe, various Ways have been 
propoſed by Chirurgeons, zz. the Actual and Poten- 
tial Cautery, alſo Puncture and Deligation of the Pro- 
ceſs of the Peritoneum, alſs Incifion, with or with- 
not 
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practiſed amongſt our People, they eſteeming ſuch O- 
tions full of hazard and cruelty: yet having 
een delivered to us by good Authority, I ſhall ſhew- 
you how they are performed, and begin with that of 
the Actual Cautery. In che effecting of which work 
there are required various ſorts of Buttons, ſome big- 
ger and leſs than other. Whilſt theſe are in the fire, 
the Patient muſt ſtand, and hold in his breath; by 
which doing, the Tumour in Inguine will be more ap- 
parent. Then it is to be circumſeribed within a trian- 
gular figure: after which, the Patient being placed on 
his Back, preſs with your hot Cautery on the middle of 
that Tring and repeat it often, making the form of 
the Greek letter T ſo deep till you reach to the Mem- 
brana adipoſa, taking care you do not ſcorch the Peri- 
toneum: then dreſs the burnt Parts with a little Salt 
and Onion beat together, and afterwards digeſt and heal 
the Ulcer as you find propoſed in the Chapter of Burns, 
he keeping his bed till he be cured. By this method 
the Author propoſeth a contration of the Skin by rea- 
ſon of the Cicatrix. How this will do without the 
wearing of a Truſs, I much ſuſpeQ. | 
Another propoſeth the reducing of the Hernia, and 
the thruſting up of the Teſticle to the Os pubis; then 
marketh the Compreſs of the Prominence made by the 
Tefticle, and, ſhoving it and its Veſſels out of the Scro- 
fun, he burneth in the middle of that Mark (with a 
pointed Cautery a little curved) to the very Bone; then 
dreſſeth it cum albunne ovor, and cureth it as a Burn:

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Caries + The Foot was alſo ulcerated, and the Leg an the 
Foot ſwelled. I began with the laying of that 
Ulcer on the outſide upon the Frbula by applica- 
tion of a Cauſtick, and dividing the Eſcar took ow 
ſome ſmall pieces of Bones which lay looſe in the Ul. 
cer. The Fibula it ſelf was covered with the Tendong 
of the Muſcle Peronsis, ſo as there was no poſlibility 
of applying Medicaments to exfoliate the Bone, not 
indeed of curing the Ulcer, whilſt thoſe Tendons lay 
in the way. Wherefore I cut them tranſverſely ; upon 
which diviſion the upper part of them contracted, and 
then the Frbula appeared bare and black. I applied 
dry Lint upon the Bone, and dreſſed the Ulcer with 
unguent. baſilicon hot, to haſten Digeſtion and ſepan. 
tion of the Sloughs. The other Ulcers and Excoriati- 
ons I dreſſed, ſome with Deterſives, and others with 
Epuloticks, according as they required; and with Com- 
preſs and Bandage endeavoured to preſs out the pitut- 
tous Humours affeing thoſe Parts. As the Eſcars be- 
gan to ſeparate, I deterged by the uſe of the Vitriol 
ſtone and Przcipitate, and dreſſed the Bone with Do. 
ſils preſſed out of tinfura vitrioli dulc. of Felit 
Wurtz. The upper ends of the Tendons ſuffered Con- 
vulſion with great tremor upon the application or 
taking off Dreſſings; but it was without Pain: Yet, 
ſuſpeQing the worſt, I cut as much off of the Tendons 
(with a pair of Sciſſors) as lay bare, then dipt them 
cum oleo terebinth. hot, and dreſſed them with Praci- 
pitate. By this way of Dreſſing, the remaining Ends 
of the Tendons digeſted and incarned with the fleſhy 
Parts, and by the application of Epuloticks cicatrized: 
So alſo the main Ulcer cicatrized round from the Edges 
to the carious Bone, thruſting off the rotten Edges 
them before it. During this, I healed the Ulcers and 
Excoriations on his Foot ; and by the help of a Laced- 
ſtocking preſs'd back the pituitous Humours, and re- 
duced the Member to its true ſhape.

The perſpiculty of this Diſcourſe will depend much 
upon a true Notion of the Conſtitution of the Anus, 
or uttermoſt exit of the Imteftinum refum : In which 
place it is Bound about with à Sphincter-Muſcle, the 
contration of which ſhuts it ſo, as to detain within 
the Guts whatever Excrements fall down thither, till 
ſuch times as Nature, no ſimulated either by the 
fulneſs or provocation o "7 55 doth voluntarily re- 
lax it, and by the help of ſeveral pairs of Muſcles di- 
ate it, to make way for the Diſcharge, All theſe 
Things put together make up that organical Part which 
we call the Anus, in a compound Senſe ; though in a 
riet Signification it denote * the Extremity of the 
liteſtinum rectum, to which all theſe Things belong, 
and for the Motion of which they are all deſigned. 
Theſe Muſcles, and eſpecially the, ateftinum rectum it 
ſelf, are fed by ſeveral Arteries : As, firſt, the Arteria

which we call the Amis : And, ſecondly, the Arteria 
e pagaſtrica doth ſend Branches to the Anus, hut chief- 
MW ly to the Muſcles belonging to it.
